TAPIA's SENTENCE 

STUDENTS QUESTION VENGEANCE PROMISES 


The FUPI and the JIU questioned yesterday the 
alleged promises of vengeance of the CAL and MIRA organizations 
during an activity to protest against the sentence of 
five to eight years in .jail given to the ex-student 
WILLIAM TAPIA . 

TAPIA was sentenced for violating the Explosives 
Law yesterday, Monday. After a picket in front of the court 
where the case was heard, the Federation of University 
Students for Independence and the University Indep endentist 
Youth held a micro-meeting and a parade through the 
Rio Piedras university campus, to protest against the case. 

Both organizations claimed that TAPIA's case is 
"a fabricated one" and requested the support of the students. 
Some 100 students met at the Social Science School and 
listened to the presidents of both organizations as they 
explained the result of the case. JULIO MURIENTE and LUIS 
ANGEL TORRES pointed out that the arrests of independentists 
are due to a repression plan cf the government. 

Among the slogans was one directed at the CAL 
and MIRA organizations , reading "WILLIAM TAPIA is in jail, 
ten to one, goes or not? CAL and MIRA where are you?"

They refered to some communications published by 1 ' 
these revolutionary organizations, in which they claimed 
that for each inaependentist who suffered the "government 
repression" ten of his opposers would suffer the consequences. 
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CAL and MIRA claim to be responsible for the fires in the public 
establishments of the country. 


The students began the parade at the Scocial Science 
School, and crossed the campus to end the activity at the 
Natural Science School, v;here another micro-meeting took 
place. During the same, another activity to take place on 
Thursday evening, at the Sta. Rita Urbanization -was announced.

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CAL and MIRA URGED TO INTERVENE IN TAPIA'S INCARCERATION CASE 
FUPI-JIU HOLD PROTEST PARADE 

Two student groups requested the action of CAL 
and MIRA in the case of incarceration of WILLIAM TAPIA during 
a parade which took place yesterday at the Rio Piedras campus 
of the University of Puerto Rico. 

The Federation of University Students for 
Independence and the University Independestist Youth 
held a meeting a parade at the Rio Piedras precinct, to 
protest against the incarceration of TAPIA, who was incarcerated 
for violating the Explosives Law. 

"WILLIAM TAPIA, is in jail, CAL and MIRA where 
are you, ten to one, goes or not" was what the independentist 
students shouted during the parade. 

The Armed Liberation Commando s (CAL) ana the 
Armed Revolutionary Independence Movement (MIRA) are tvio groups 
which have claimed to have committed acts of violence and 
the death of a sailor, allegedly by the CAL, group which 
also said that for each action against one independentist, 
revenge would be taken against 10. 

This explains the petition of the FUPI and the 
JIU yesterday, for many of those present did not understand 
what the slogans meant. 

The President of the FUPI, JULIO MURIENTE, spoke 
at several of the schools visited during the parade. This 
activity, according to an administrator of the precinct, 
considerably increases the possibility that the young man 
be "definitely expelled from the University." There are 
several cases pending against MURIENTE at the UPR. 

Precisely, the President of the FUPI indicated 
the students that the university administration had to be shown 
that cutting heads and expelling leaders they are not going 
to stop the student struggle. 

The President of the JIU, LUIS A. TORRES, posed ^ 
before the students the need to struggle for a true / 

university reform, among other things. ' r 

The activity sponsored jointly by the JIU and 
the FUPI is the first one of a series of activities to take 
place during this week in favor of young TAPIA, who according 
to members of those groups, was "incarcerated with a fabricated 
case. This was one of the slogans used yesterday. 
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The activity took place near noon, after a meeting 
at the Social Science School. The activity was not 
authorized.

On September 20, 1971, SJ T-l advised that it is 
hi3 understanding that MIRA maintains radio contact with 
the United States and Cuba from a radio transmitter some- 
where in the vicinity of Hanati,- Puerto Rico. 

The source continued that the MIRA organization 
generally does not have ties with the Partido Socialista 
Puertorriqueno (Puerto Rican Socialist Party) (PSP) whereas 
the Comandos Armados de Liberacion (Armed Commandos of 
Liberation) (CAL) does. He continued that MIRA and CAL are 
generally competing with one another in an attempt to out- 
shine one another.

During March and April, 1973, the Office of 
Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (01, POPR), considered 
the Partido Socialista Revolucionario de Puerto Rico 
(Revolutionary Socialist Party of Puerto Rico) (PSR) as 
being identical with the Partido Socialista Obrero (Socialist 
Workers Party (PSO) and the Movimiento Independentista 
Revolucionario en Armas (Armed Revolutionary Independence 
Movement) (MIRA). 


In a "Manual of Guerrilla Instruction" 
which appeared in March, 1970, and included 
instructions in the construction of explosive- 
incendiary devices, the PSR identified itself 
as a Marxist-Leninist organization dedicated 
to the overthrow of North American imperialism. 


On July 9, 1970, SJ T-l advised that it was his 
impression that a cellular group of this organization 
existed among the members of the Bernardo Vega Mission of 
the Movimiento Pro-Independe-ncia de Puerto Pico (Puerto Rican 
Independence Movement) (MPIPR). SJ T-l stated that no 
additional information is available at this time regarding 
this organization . 


The MPIPR is a prominent Marxist-Leninist 
organization seeking complete independence 
for Puerto Rico. Although it does not openly 
advocate the use of terrorist activities in 
the struggle for independence, its leaders 
have publicly expressed sympathy for those 
engaged in such activities. It supports the 
forces of the Castro Cuban Revolution and 
maintains a permanent representative in Havana.

As a result of this attempt, TORRESOLA 
and a White House guard were killed and 
two other guards seriously wounded. COLLAZO

On October 22, 1971, Captain CARTAGENA, stated 
that he had received information from a source that he 
described as being reliable, indicating that the PSR had a 
number of cases of molotcv cocktails at a residence in 
Carolina, Puerto Rico.
